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REPORT-OF THE TRUSTEES 


WISCONSIN STATE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


To the Governor and Legislature of the State of Wisconsin: 


Tux Board of Trustees of the Wisconsin State Hospital for 
the Insane, respectfully present the following Report of the 
present condition of the Institution committed to their charge. 

Immediately after entering upon the discharge of our duties, 
we became convinced that it was poor economy to proceed 
farther with the work, unless we could avail ourselves of the 
services of some one familiar with the details of construction 
and fitting up, peculiar to institutions of this character, and 
we accordingly, on the 22d of June, appointed as Medical 
Superintendent, J. Epwarps Lex, M. D., late Assistant Phy- 
sician of the Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane, Philadel- 
phia, who at once entered upon the discharge of his duties, 
and by his advice and oversight, has rendered important 
assistance in the progress of the work. 

It-will be seen by the accompanying Report of the Building 
Commissioners, that the portion of the Hospital building which 
has been in course of erection, is approaching completion, and 
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that as soon as the necessary appropriations are made for the 
support of the establishment, and sufficient time thereafter 
allowed for the procuring of stores, and organizing the corps 
of assistants, the house can be opened for the reception of 
patients. 

The structure which has been erected consists of a main, or 
centre building, and one longitudinal wing, ‘on the east side, 
together with a transverse or connecting ee between the 
present and another longitudinal wing, contemplated in the 
plan. a ; 

The Building Commissioners, instead of attempting, with 
the limited means at their command, what would indeed have 
been an utter impossibility, to build a small Hospital, complete 
in all its parts, and affording the necessary classification for 
each sex, have erected a building which is but a portion of an 
extended plan. The wisdom of this course commends itself 
to all who are, to any degree, acquainted with the requirements. 
of an institution for the treatment of the Insane, and its fore- 
sight will, without question, be more and more recognized and 
appreciated, as the already pressing demands of this suffering 
class for relief, become still more urgent. 

The main building is four stories in height, and Korea the 
kitchens, store-rooms, reception rooms, visiting rooms for 
friends of patients, dining rooms for patients, officers and do- 
mestics, the offices requisite for the different departments of the 
establishment, the rooms necessary for the accommodation of 
the officers, and a large chapel. The longitudinal wing is three 
stories in height, the lower story being designed, in the plan 
adopted, to afford lodging rooms for the male domestiés, store 
rooms, work rooms, and an infirmary, in which the sick can be 
separated from the mass of patients, and where they can pro- 
perly receive the visits of their friends and relatives. The sec- 
ond and third stories of this wing afford two wards for the 
accommodation of patients, Each ward has the usual arrange- 
ment of a corridor, with rooms on either side, and contains 
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twelve single lodging rooms for patients, two for attendants, an 
‘associated dormitory for four patients, a parlor, bath reom, 
water closet , lavatory, clothes room, drying room, soiled clothes 
hopper, and dust flue. 

The connecting portion between this and the next longitudi- 
nal wing contemplated in the plan, is four stories in height, and 
a portion of it, in fact, forms the commencement of the next 
wing, and is occupied by the ends of the corridors and the dining 
rooms of that wing. The fourth story is designed to afford a 
reading and a recreation room for the patients. 

It will be seen therefore, that if the present building should 
be occupied in the precise manner, and for the exact purposes 
designed in the plan, it would afford accommodation for thirty- 
two patients. We are, however, informed by Dr. Luz, that 16 
is possible to divert some portions of the building from their 
legitimate purpose, and to occupy them temporarily. with | 
patients. Thus the entire lower story of the longitudinal wing 
can be given up to patients; the domestics being removed: 
to the fourth story of the main building, and the infirmary, 
store rooms and work shops, dispensed with entirely. There 
will thus be room gained for sixteen additional patients. After 
consultation with the Superintendent, and mature deliberation,’ 
we have concluded to authorize this change. Itis very true, 
that this occupation of a portion of the building, in a manner 
not originally intended is open to many objections. It will 
interfere materially with the convenience -of the domestic de- 
partment, and with the proper police of the establishment; and 
the absence of an infirmary for the sick, especially in the event 
of the occurrence of a contagious disorder, is to be particularly 
regretted, and the whole arrangement will essentially increase 
the responsibilities and anxieties of the officers of the house- 
hold. Still, in view of the pressing necessity which exisis for 
the accommodation of patients, we have consented to the adop- 
tion of this course, as a temporary arrangement, until addi- 
tional buildings can be erected, and opportunity given for these 
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apartments to revert to their original purposes. Additional 
room for twelve patients can also be obtained, by dividing each 
of the three dining rooms of the transverse wing, which are not 
needed as such, at present, into four apartments. 

In the Appendix will be found an estimate of the cost of 
fitting up these rooms for occupatign by patients; and we con- 
sider it essential that provision should be made for this, as it will 
not only afford accommodation for twelve additional patients, 
but.furnish much needed facilities for their necessary classifi- 
cation, in which, the building, while incomplete, will unavoid- 
ably be very deficient, and without which, the usefulness of 
the Institution will be materially diminished. 

It will be seen, therefore, that by adopting the expedients 
above referred to, the present building can be made to accom- _ 
modate sixty patients of one sex. Possibly, also a few more 
patients can be-placed in the fourth story of the transverse 
wing, the room being occupied as an associated dormitory. 
This number can be but small, however, as the proportion of 
the insane who can properly be associated together in lodging 
rooms is quite limited, and the rooms of this character which 
exist in other parts of the building, will afford nearly or quite 
* all the associated dormitory arrangements, which can be brought 
into use among this number of patients. 

The practice of lodging any considerable proportion of the 
insane, in associated rooms, is always attended with hazard and 
annoyance, and not unfrequently, with positive injury to some 
individual cases, and some of the best hospitals in this coun- 
try, of recent construction, give nearly all their patients the 
advantages of single lodging rooms. If sixty-four patients 
are received into our present building, sixteen, or the large 
proportion of one-fourth of the whole number, must be placed 
in associated dormitories, beyond which number it would be 
entirely unsafe to go, especially, i in view of the fact that while 
the Hospital can receive but a small portion of the Insane of 
the State, a larger proportion than is usual in other Institu- 
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tions, will, in this, be acute or excited cases, requiring the ac- 
commodation afforded by separate apartments. 

It must ever be remembered that this Institution is not in- 
tended as a mere 1eceptacle for the insane, a place where they 
can be retained in safety, with'no higher purpose than to re- 
strain them from doing injury to themselves or others. It has 
the far nobler object in view, of restoring to health and useful- 
ness, those of our fellow citizens, who, suffering from mental 
disease, avail themselves of a residence in the Hospital as a 
means of restoration; and we feel tha® we should be false to 
our trust, as well as to the claims of humanity, to so occupy 
the building as to destroy its advantages as a curative institu- 
tion. Itis only after much hesitation, that we have consented 
to the arrangement by which the building designed for only 


thirty-two patients, is temporarily occupied by so much larger 
anumber, but the pressing appeals which have come to us 
from all quarters in behalf of this suffering class, have induced 
us to open the doors of the Institution to the largest number 
which can be recéived, without seriously hazarding its useful- 
ness. 

It is true, that the relief afforded by the reception of one 
sex only is but partial, but this is a matter entirely beyond 
our control, and which can only be remedied by the erection 
of additional wings; and having laid before the public the ne- 
cessities of the case, we feel that our responsibility has ended. 
The present building, it will be remembered, affords less than 
one-third of the accommodation and means of classification for 
one sex, which are found in all complete Institutions, and it is 
a simple impossibility to treat more than one sex in the exist- 
ing apartments. The Trustees of a sister Institution, in a 
neighboring State, with nearly three times the facilities for 
classification and separation of the sexes, which we have, in 
speaking on this point, say : 

“We dare not jeopardize the success of our Medical Super- 
intendent, or peril the reputation of our Institution, by incur- 
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ring the risks which would attend an attempt to treat both 
' sexes, without any means for keeping them apart.” 

We, indeed, feel that we are requiring of our Superinten- 
dent no small sacrifice, in asking him to take charge of an In- 
stitution, so small a portion of which is completed, and which, 
while thus incomplete, must aford but small advantages for 
successful treatment, compared with those enjoyed by his col- 
leagues in other Institutions. $ 

The cost of the portion of the building which is soon to be 
ready for occupation, has unavoidably been large in proportion 
to the number of patients accommodated ; the large centre 
building has been erected, the different kitchens, dining.rooms, 
offices, and apartinents of which, are nearly all equally neces- 
sary, whether the number or patients in the house be larger 
or smaller. ‘The same is true of the boiler and engine house, 
the laundry, the ventilating and pumping apparatus, the air 
duct, the well, the sewerage, ézc., all of which have been com- 
pleted on a scale much larger than will be required for the pre- 
sent building, and which are intended to be ample for the ne- 
cessities of the Institution, when extensive additions shall have 
been made. The Building Commissioners have, as far as pos- 
sible, avoided the adoption of temporary expedients of every 
kind, but everything has been done with a view to the require- 
ments of the complete Institution, and when additional build- 
ings are erected, it will not be necessary to demolish and re- 
construct the present work, in order to adapt it to the require- 
ments of the enlargement. All this has of necessity been ex- 
pensive, but having once -been well done, it has not to be done 
again, and the future appropriations for the extension of the 
Hospital, will need to be but comparatively small, to afford the 
facilities for treating an equal number of patients. The en- 
tire completion of the plan which has been commenced, will 
require an additional expenditure of two hundred and ten thou- 
sand dollars. That portion, already built, has cost one hun-. 
dred and forty thousand dollars, making the entire cost of the 
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establishment, when ccmpleted, three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, for two hundred and fifty patients. 

-That this may be compared with the cost of similar Institu- 
tions in Eastern States, we subjoin the following table:

Many öf these Institutions, since their erection, have intro- 
duced the improved methods of heating and ventilation, light- 
ing by gas, &e., ab costs varying from twenty-five to .eighty 
thousand dollars, advantages which our Hospital already pos- 
sesses, and which should, in making a comparison of cost, be 
added to the above sums,.in several cases. When it is remem- 
bered that the beautiful material of which the outside walls 
of the Wisconsin Hospital are constructed, exceeds in cost, as 
it does in beauty and durability, that of which many other In- 
stitutions are built, and that the outlay for much of the mate- 
rial, and labor, especially for the large amount of iron work, 
steam fitting, &c., is necessarily great, compared with what it 
would be in the sea-board States, 16 will be seen that the cost 
of that portion which has been built is not extravagant, and 
that the estimates for the completion of the Hospital contem- 
plate that the work shall be executed in the most economical 
manner. l 

Those upon whom a State has placed the responsibility of 
providing an Institution for the treatment of the Insane, can 
have only an imperfect idea of the magnitude of the work be- 
fore them, until they have become actually engaged in its exe- 
cution, but investigation teaches them, that to successfully fuläll 
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the mission which has been entrusted to them, they must haye 
liberal means at their disposal, which shall enable them to erect 
an Institution, complete in all the appliances for the proper 
care and cure of this afflicted class, and which shall not bear 
an unfavorable comparison with the investments made by other 
States, in the same universal cause of humanity. 

We have no means which enable us to form an estimate of 
the number of insane within our State. The law requiring - 
the assessors to return the number of insane, &c., is not com- 
plied with to such an extent, that the statistics thus obtained, 
are entirely valueless. Returns have been received at the office : 
of the Secretary of State, from some of the towns in twenty- 
nine counties. The remaining counties, and among them the 
most populous in the State, have made no returns at all. These 
partial returns, embracing nearly one-half the population of 
the State, indicate ninety-seven insane, and sixty-three idiotic. 
Of the latter class, doubtless a large number should be reck- 
oned among the insane, as we can hardly suppose that the 
assessors have always accurately discriminated between true 
idiocy-and cases of quiet insanity. As we have said, the re- 
turns afford no basis for an accurate estimate, but from the best 
information we can obtain, we presume that there are three 
hundred insane belonging to our State, many of whom might 
be restored to health, and ‘the condition of all of whom might 
be essentially ameliorated, by appropriate, treatment within a 
Hospital. 

A few of this number have obtained admission to Institu- 
tions in other States, but nearly all of them are without any 
means of treatment, which tend to their restoration, but, on 
the contrary, are generally in positions which almost preclude 
the hope of their recovery, and which necessarily doom them to 
be the life long subjects of mental disease. There are but few, 
who have even the limited advantages, which are to be found 
in County Alms Houses. Very many of the insane of this 
State are confined in jails, some are kept at home confined in 
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close rooms, or outhouses, and others are wandering about the 
country at large. Some are manacled, and harshly treated, 
and are denied the comforts and conveniences of life, From 
facts which have come to our knowledge, we have reason to be- 
lieve, that an investigation, which should exhibit the truth in 
every case, would develop an amount of suffering truly start- 
ling. But however painful it may be, to know that there are 
those of our fellow citizens, who, suffering from a disease which 
should most excite our sympathy, are thus neglected, and 
cruelly treated, it seems doubly. so, when we reflect thab 
the time is thus lost during which they might be restored to 
health. : 

The fact is now universally recognised, that insanity, if ap- 
propriately treated at an early day, is curable, like any other 
disease, but that the probability of recovery rapidly diminish- 
es, as years pass on. Thus, those who if they could have had 
Hospital treatment for some months, during the eárly stages of 

_ their disease, might have returned in health to their homes, 
and filled their ordinary sphere of usefulness, are now con- 
signed to perpetual disease, and become a constant burden to 
their friends and the public.. This statement is fully borne out 
by the minute and accurate statistics, which have been obtained 
by some of the older States, which show conclusively, that in- 
sanity, instead of being a consequence of pauperism is among 
its prominent causes, and that true economy, independently of 
the claims of humanity, demands of them a liberal provision 
for the treatment of the insane within “heir borders. This 
matter is now so generally understood, that 15 may seem almost 
unnecessary to present its features to an intelligent public, but 

e while our State has such insufficient provision for her ‘Insane, 
we must not cease to urge the arguments for the adoption of that 
policy, which is, beyond question, the correct’ one to be pur- 
sued. Wehave shown that were the entire plan completed 
now, it would barely afford the accommodation demanded by 
the Insane of the State, who are proper subjects for Hospital 
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treatment. It will require nearly, or quite three years, after 
an appropriation is made, to erect, and prepare for occupation, 
any additional portion af the Hospital Buildings, whether the 
extension embraces a part, or the wuole of the plan. We are 
obliged now to occupy an unfinished building, a necessity which 
we very much regret, as all experience goes to show that this 
is but poor economy. The same officers and employees are re- 
quired, in many of the apartments, whether the number of pa- 
tients in the house be greater or less, and the expenses of 
operating the Institution, in its present unfinished state, must 
be largely disproportionate to the results obtained. The 
proper classification of the Insane is one of the most important 


elements in the successful treatment of this disease, and in the ' 


present state of the buildings, this is altogether insufficient for 


one sex only. The confusion, the restriction of liberty to pa- | 


tients already in the house, and the general discomfort which 
must inevitably attend building operations going on in con- 
nection with an occupied building, must tend materially to 
counteract the good results which the Institution is designed 
to produce, Again, but little can be done towards ‘the grad- 


ing of the grounds, and other desirable improvements in 


the vicinity of the buildings, until the entire structure is 
completed. l 

In view of all’these facts, we have no question, but that the 
. true policy of the State is to make the necessary appropriation 
at once, for the completion of the Hospital, whether the ques- 
tion of veal economy or the interests of humanity alone be 
considered. 

The plan adopted: has teceivel the sanction of some of the 
highest medical authority in this country, who have made this 
speciality a lite long study, and jt was especially recommended 
as afordina the requisito accommodation for two hundred and 
fifty patients, with uo unnecessary expeudibave ior mere archi- 
tectural ceci, while ib provided foi alt sho modern improvements 
of heating, roreed ventilation, lighting by gas, de., which are 
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now recognized as essential to a perfectly constructed Hospital. 
The “ Association of Medical Superintendents of American 
Institutions for the Insane,” among whose members are the 
chief medical officers of nearly all the Institutions on this con- 
tinent, have with entire unanimity, adopted. two series of 
“Propositions,” one having reference to “Construction,” and 
the other to “Organization” of Hospitals. The plan which 
has been commenced, is in strict accordance with the expressed 
views of the Association, and it only remains for it to be prop- 
erly carried out, to afford an Institution, which shall embrace 
the most approved appliances for the care, and successful 
treatment of our Insane, and which shall compare favorably 
with similar establishments existing in other States. Wehave 
already shown, that, from the incomplete Institution, as it now 
exists, the results obtained will be altogether disproportionate 
to the amount of money already invested, and to the annual 
expense incurred in sustaining it, and that its capacity and use- 
fulness may be largely increased, by a comparatively small ad- 
ditional expenditure. So convinced are we of the true-poliey 
to be pursued, that we cannot do less than repeat, that it would 
be wise to pass a bill, which should ensure the completion of 
the building at the earliest possible day. Whether this is done 
or not, there can be no question, but that an imperative neces- 
sity exists for- the erection.of wings on the west side, which 
shall afford facilities for the treatment of both sexes. The 
appeals which are coming to us almost daily, from the relatives 
of the Insane, in behalf of their suffering friends, afford argu- 
ments, which it would be criminal not to heed. We would 
therefore ask for an appropriation of twenty thousand dollars, 
to enable us to commence two longitudinal extensions on the 
west side of the main building, the ultimate cost of which, 

when complete, is estimated at eighty-one thousand dollars, and 
which will afford accommodations for one hundred aqui 
patients. 
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The Hospital farm is in a state of nature, with the excep- 
tion of ten acres, which have been broken, and the cutting of 
the brush, and removal of the stumps, from the entire grounds. 
There remains a large amount of grading, fencing, and improve- 
ment of the grounds, to be done, much of which will be ac- 
complished gradually, by the ordinary employees of the Hos-’ 
pital, but it is necessary that a considerable amount of this 
kind of work be done during the next season. For the sake of 
the preservation of the foundations of the building, it is neces~ 
sary that the ground in their rear be graded away, and a flag- 
ging laid down on all sides, which shall carry the surface water 
away from the building. Division fences, carriage ways, and 
walks, must be constructed. Several large cisterns for pre- 
serving the water from the roofs should be built at once, as the 
soft water thus obtained will be essential for use in the boilcrs, 
and for laundry purposes. Barns and stables, a carpenter 
shop, ice house, farm implements and stock, must be pro- 
vided, and some additional expenditures must be made for 
fitting up the chapel, apothecary room, building an oven, and 
finishing some portions of the interior work which are incom- 
plete, and for which no provision has been made—estimates for 
all of which, will be found in the appendix, and also for the 
furniture required for the additional patients, which can be 
accommodated by dividing the dining rooms, as before pro- 
posed. The appropriation of eight thousand dollars, which 
was made by the last legislature, for “fencing and improving 
the grounds, and for the purchase of furniture and materials 
for furnishing the Institution,” has been judiciously expended 
under the direction of the Superintendent, in compliance with 
the terms of the act. Ten acres of. ground have been cleared 
and ploughed; a neat and substantial fence, enclosing the one 
hundred acres, built, and the furniture, bedding, &c., required 
for fifty patients, and also that which is necessary for a portion 
of the main building, procured. There have been expended 
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of this fund four thousand nine hundred and two dollars and 
sixty-one cents; and the contracts made, but not yet filled, for 
‚furniture, gas fixtures, &c., and some necessary purchases yet 
to be made, will exhaust this appropriation. 

There will be required for the eurrent expenses of the Insti- 
tution, and the support of sixty-two patients for one year, the 
sum of $12,896. From the best information which we have 
been able to obtain, we find that the average weekly cost in 
a large number of State and corporate institutjons, of the sup- 
port of a single patient for one week, is three dollars and thirty 
cents. In view of the fact, that the expenses of supporting an 
institution with a small number of patients, are always propor- 
tionally large, we think it would be unsafe to estimate the 
weekly cost of each patient, below four dollars. This is inde- 
pendently of the cost of clothing, which should, in all cases, 
be furnished by the friends or the authorities who send the 
patient, and in this respect, we would recommend that the 
organic law be amended, so that the expense incurred in sup- 
plying clothing, may be collected from the friends, or the 
counties. The law is also defective in some other particulars, 
and requires amendment, especially in reference to the insuffi- 
cient powers granted to the Trustees to affix in their by-laws, 
various necessary regulations, relative to the admission of 
patients. 

The law requires that each county in the State shall be al- 
ways entitled to have one patient in the Hospital, and that 
thereafter the admissions from each county shall be in propor- 
tion to the insane population of the county. Those counties 
which have failed to make any returns, can therefore, under 
the existing law, be entitled to but one’ bed in the Hospital, 
until they have returned to the Secretary of State an accurate 
census of the&umber of insane within their limits. 

In conclusion, we would earnestly commend the interests of 
this Institution to the careful. attention of the Legislature,. 
knowing that investigation will prove the enterprise to be not 
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only eminently benevolent, but one that is necessary in an 
economical point of view, and believing that your foresight 
will secure the attainment of the desired object with the least 
possible delay.

The Trustees, as an act of courtesy due the public, publish 
the following letters which were received, among others, re- 
commending Dr. LEE to the post of Medical Superintendent : 


PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, 
March 30th, 1859. ` 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wisconsin Hospital for the Insane: 


GENTLEMEN :— 


Understanding that you are likely soon to seleck a Medical Superintend- 
ent for the new Hospital, now in process of erection in your State, I take the 
liberty of recommending for the post, Dr. J. Epwarps Lex, a citizen of Wis- 
consin, and whom I have known intimately for many years. Dr. LRE is a 
gentleman of liberal education and of a high professional character. After 
being engaged in private practice, he occupied the post of Assistant Physi- 
cian atthe New York Hospital for the Insane, under the late Dr. BrRIGHAM, for 
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nearly two years, and was afterwards, during five years, Assistant Physician 
in this Hospital. His opportunities have therefore been unusually large, and 
he has availed himself of every opportunity to become familiar with all the 
details of hospital management and with the treatment of insanity. It is 
scarcely necessary for me to advert to the very great importance in starting 
a new institution to secure, if possible, this kind of practical knowledge which 
cannot but prove of great advantage to it in an economical point of view, and 
especially in the welfare of its patients. During the lastfew months, Dr. LEE, 
has been making himself familiar with all the recent improvements which have 
heen adopted here, both in regard to construction and fixtures, and the man- 
agement of the insane, and I have entire confidence, that his selection would 
prove entirely satisfactory to your Board and tothe whole community. In 
addition to Dr. Ler’s high professional qualifications, I may state, that his 
moral character is all that could be desired, and while with us, he was always 
regarded with especial respect and esteem by those under his care. All con- 
nected with him here would gladly join in any testimonial of his fitness for 
the post, and would be glad for his own sake, and for the best interest of the 
insane, to learn that his application had been successful,

I desire, respectfully, but earnestly, to recommend Dr. J. EDWARDS LEB, as a 
gentleman every way well fitted for that important post, and as it seems to me 
eminently deserving it: £ 

In the capacity of Medical Assistant in two of the most useful and best 
managed institutions for the insane in this country (I refer to the New York 
State Lunatió Asylum at Utica, and to the Pennsylvania Hospital for the In- 
sane in Philadelphia,) Dr. Lem has had aboutten years experience in the 
care of all classes and varieties of mentally deranged persons, and in the con- 
struction, fitting up and general economical management of establishments 
Tor their reception and treatment, and during that long probationary service he 
was distinguished for a patient, industrious, intelligent and faithful discharge 
of the duties of his delicate and responsible position. J do not think that he 
ever failed, either morally or intellectually, to meet the exigencies of his trust, 
and I make the declaration from personal knowledge, having been at Utica, an 
Associate Assistant with Dr. Ler,fand a frequent visitor at the Pennsylvania 
Hospital for the Insane during his connection with that Institution.

tendent—and that the choice of a Medical head which you will make, may 
prove in every way creditable to your disinterestedness and discernment, and 
realize in the prosperity, usefulness and good name of your institution, all the - 
just expectations of your fellow citizens, isthe ardent desire of

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


OF THB 


WISCONSIN STATE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE.. 


To the Governor and Legislature of the State of Wisconsin > 


The Commissioners for building the Wisconsin State Hospi- 
tal for the Insane, respectfully submit this their 


THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


S 

Since the date of their last Report, (Oct. Ist, 1858) this 
work has been carried on under circumstances of considerable 
embarrassment to the Commissioners; but in spite of all dif- 
oulties in their way they had confidently expected, until a few 
weeks since, to be able at this time to turn over to the Trus- 
tees appointed to manage the Institution, the buildings now in 
course of construction, and to be able to make to the Legisla- 
ture a full and final Report. For this reason they have delayed 
making their Annual Report until this date. 

The unforeseen labor that seems incident to the “finishing ” 
of all buildings, and the failure of contractors to. complete the 
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work by the time agreed on, have prevented their expectations 
from being fully met, and there is still considerable work to be 
done to fit the buildings for occupation, though no doubt is 
entertained that the Hospital will be ready for use as soon as 
the Legislature can make the necessary appropriations for its 
maintenance, and the ELDER force can be organized 
and ready for service. 

In their last Report the Commissioners stated that the con- 
tractor, Mr. McNzaz, was behind hand with his work, but ex- 
pressed the hope that he would so far comply with his contract 
as at least to getthe building enclosed, before the storms of win- 
ter should set in. This did not prove to be the case, and when 
the cold weather came on, the walls of the main building were 
still incomplete and without the necessary shelter of a roof. It 
was evident that to leave, not only the exterior stone walls, but _ 
also the numerous partition walls of brick exposed to the cold 
and wet, the freezing and thawing of a Wisconsin winter and 
spring, was to endanger the whole building and subject it to 
certain and extensive damage. At that time the means and 
credit of the contractor were so far exhausted that he was un- 
able to push on the work and put it in the condition demanded 
by his contract. 

To save the property of the State the Commissioners were 
compelled to guaranty the wages of the workmen, and, the pay- 
ment for materials, and thus to make advances to the contractor 
beyond the terms of his contract. This was done, and the 
walls were carried up and a roof put on that protected the 
building from serious damage from the weather; the work of 
course being carried on at a much greater cost than would have 
been demanded by a less inclement season. 

Tt was still expected that by the help of the advances thus 
made, the contractor would be able to go on and fully complete 
his contract. As the spring opened and the time came for 
prosecuting the work vigorously, the Commissioners became 
sensible that the contractor was becoming more and more em- 
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barrassed, and that there was little probability of his being 
able to carry through his contract. During the month of May 
this was a subject of frequent and earnest consultation between 
the architect and the Commissioners: they caused an estimate 
to be made of the work that was still required to be done, of 
the work done, of payments made and that could still be made 
to Mr. MoNzAu under his contract—and the result of this 
estimate was such as to render it certain that it was impossible 
for Mr. McNzat to go on with the work further, unless he 
could raise a considerable sum of money for the purpose. 
They took the advice of their counsel and of the Attorney 
General as to their rights and duties, in this condition of 
things, and prepared themselves for such action as would best 
serve the interests of the State. 

On the 31st day of May, the Commissioners received from 
Mr. McNzaz the following communication: 


“ MADISON, May 31st, 1859. 


c: GENTLEMEN:—Unless you can make further advances of 
money upon my contract for building the Wisconsin State 
Hospital for the Insane, I shall be unable to complete the 
work. I have expended on said work all my private means, 
amounting to about thirteen thousand dollars, in addition to all 
the money received from the State through you. I have, with- 
out compensation, labored diligently about the work for nearly 
two years. Many things in the detail of the building have 
proved more expensive than wasanticipated. Suchis the situ- 
ation in whieh I find myself at this time. However great the 
hardship may be to me, I will not intentionally do anything to 
embarrass your action or prejudice the interests of the State. 
Most reluctantly, and only from hard necessity, I must abandon 
the work and surrender it into your hands. 

“ Respectfully, 
“ NELSON McNHAL.” 


Thereupon, the following resolutions were adopted by the 
Board : 


“ Whereas, Nuuson MONEAL has abandoned his contract for 
the construction of the Wisconsin State Hospital for the 
Insane, stating his inability to fulfill the same; and 
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« Whereas, He has been paid all he is now entitled to, or will 
be entitled to, until the completion of the Hospital according 
to his contract ; and 


“ Whereas, We are satisfied from our knowledge of his cir- 
cumstances, and from the present condition of the work, that 
there is no reasonable probability that said contractor will be 
able to perform his contract ; 


“ Resolved, That we do hereby declare said contract aban- . 
doned by said contractor, Nenson MoNzaLn; and that in 
pursuance of the provisions of said contract, we will proceed 
to complete the work and labor necessary to be done to fulfill 
said contract, by employing other parties to do the same, and | 
charge the said contractor the expense of completing his 
contract. 


“Resolved, That copies of the above resolution be served on 
said Contractor, NELSON McNuat, and on his sureties, RICH- 
ARD V. VEEDER, PETER H. PRAME and WALTER D. Mc- 
Inpor.” l i 

The persons named were notified accordingly. This left the 
work on the hands of the Commissioners with no sufficient 
means provided for carrying iton; it was plain that to com- 
plete the work under the McNzat contract in a proper manner, 
would require about twenty thousand dollars more than the 
price agreed to be paid him, and would exceed by a like sum 
the amount actually appropriated by the Legislature at the last 
session, 

There was a strong desire on the part of the Commissioners 
to await the action of the Legislature before proceeding far- 
ther; but there were urgent considerations which impelled 
them to proceed with the construction of the Hospital as rap- 
idly as possible, notwithstanding the difficulties in the way. 

They were advised by their counsel and by the Attorney 
General that they had the legal power to go on and complete 
the building and charge the expense of so completing it to the 
contractor, Mr. McNzat. The only satisfactory method of de- 
termining the amount of the liability of Mr. McNuat and his 
sureties to the State, would be by completing the work and 
thus ascertaining the extent of the deficiency. 
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They knew that the completion of the work was eagerly an- 
ticipated by the public, especially by those who had insane 
friends or relatives; and that the expectation was general that 
the Hospital would be ready to receive patients the present 
winter, and that even a short delay in prosecuting the work 
during the season favorable for building, would necessarily 
postpone the opening of that Institution for a full year. 

On the second day of June the Commissioners therefore 
resolved, “that proposals will be received up to June 10th, 
at 12 o’clock at noon, for furnishing all materials and doing all 
the work and labor to fully complete the unfinished and aban- 
doned contract of Nungon McNzAL; and also proposals will be 
received for doing any part of such work in such classes and 
quantities as the architect may specify,” and notice was given 
by publishing the above in two newspapers in the city of Mad- 
ison. 

The time ofr receiving proposals was afterwards extended to 
June 20th, and the same notice given. 

At the last named time the Commissioners met and opened 
tħe bids received; of which there were seven, ranging from 
$15,448 to $23,000 for doing the whole work except the plas- 
tering the slating, and some small matters beside. In view of 
the delay and damage that would be caused by the failure of 
the new contractor to perform his contract, and of the fact that 
whoever should enter upon the work would necessarily come 
into the possession of a considerable quantity of materials þe- 
longing to the State, that had been furnished by Mr. McNuat, 
and estimated to him, the Commissioners resolved that before 
the definite acceptance of any of these bids, the bidder should 
put into the hands of the Commissioners good collateral security 
to the amount of $5,000, with authority to apply the proceeds 
to the completion of his contract in cage of failure on his part, 
and that under these conditions they would take the proposals 
in their order, beginning at the lowest and award the contract 
to the first who would comply with the terms. 
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The lowest bidders (A. A. Bred and W. B. Birp,) declined 
to enter into a contract in accordance with their bids—stating 
that they had misapprehended some of the specifications. 

The next lowest bidder, (Pezer H. Pramz at $16,000,) also 
declined to enter into a contract in accordance with his bid. 
The next lowest bidder, Josep PARKINS, promptly placed in 
the hands of the Commissioners, certificates of deposit in the 
Dane County Bank, to the amount of five thousand dollars, as 
security, and thereupon a contract was entered into with him 
for the completion of the McNuat contract, (except the plaster- 
ing, slating, &c.,) for the amount of his bid, nineteen thousand 
five hundred and seventy-three dollars ($19,573.) 

Mr. Parkins at once entered upon the work and prosecuted 
it with great energy and success. His work is now very nearly 
completed, except the painting. 

The contract for the plastering’ had been sub-let by Mr. Mo- 

Near to Mr. CHAarLES W. SWIFT, and at the time of the aban- 
donment of the work by Mr. MoNzaz, the sub-contract had 
been partially performed, and about nine hundred dollars had 
been paid to Mr. Swirt by Mr. MoNzar. This sub-contract 
was deemed a very favorable one for Mr. MoNzAL and for the 
State; and the Commissioners, by arrangement with the parties, 
took the place of Mr. MoNzaz in the contract with Mr. Swiırt. 

The slating of the roof had in like manner been sub-con- 
tracted by Mr. MeNzan to the Vermont Slate Company, and 
was in progress at the time of the abandonment of the work 
by him. This sub-contract, by agreement with the parties, 
was also assumed by the Commissioners. 

The completion of the tinning of the dome of the main build- 
ing was undertaken by the Commissioners, and the work was 
done by persons employed by them. 

In pursuance of a law passed at the last session of the Le- 
gislature, the Commissioners caused plans to be made for an 
engine house, laundry, &c., and advertised for proposals for 
the construction of the same. . On the fifth day of May they 
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met, and it appearing on opening the bids that none of them 
fell within the amount proposed to be expended for that pur- 
pose, these bids were all rejected. The architect was directed 
to modify his plans and to submit them to the Board. Ata ` 
subsequent meeting the modified plans were submitted and ap- 
proved, proposals were invited by advertisement, and on the 
27th day of May the Commissioners opened the bids and award- 
ed the contract to Mr. Joszpı Parkıns, (he being the lowest 
bidder,) at four thousand five hundred dollars. 

Mr. PARKINS at once commenced work and prosecuted it 
vigorously to completion. 

The important subject of the proper hesting and ventilation 
of the Hospital, and the supplying it with water, had been 
much considered by the Commissioners from an early period 
in their labors; the authorities all agreeing that without a 
successful management of all these matters, no institution ' 
for the treatment of the insane can be anything but a failure. 
The Board adopted, as best approved, the plan of heating 
by steam, and of forced ventilation and supply of water by 
steam power, 

Under the law above mentioned, the Commissioners adver- 
tised for plans and proposals for the engine, boilers, the heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus, gas works and plumbing, dec. 

. On the twenty-first day of June the different proposals and 
specifications were examined, and after mature deliberation, 
the proposition of Messrs. Morris, TASKER & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, was accepted, anda contract was entered into with 
them for the completion of the work according to their specif- 
_ cations, for the sum of twenty-one thousand eight hundred 
dollars ($21,800). 

It will be seen that the contract for the engine-house and 
laundry, and for the engine heating apparatus, gas works, &c., 
exceed in amount the appropriations made by the Legislature 
for those purposes, to say nothing of the large well, air-duct, 
sewerage, and some other items of considerable importance 
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and expense, and which were not included in either of the 
contracts above mentioned. 

The Commissioners found that it might, indeed, be possible to 
make provision for the heating, lighting and ventilation of. the 
portion of the Hospital building, now nearly completed, and keep 
the expense within the amount appropriated; but to do so would 
require the engine-house, the engine, the boilers, the pumps, 
the steam and gas pipes, &c., to be got upon so small a scale 
as to make them nearly or quite useless, when the building 
should be extended to meet the wants of the State; in which 
case all these fixtures would have to be taken up and replaced 
by those of greater capacity. They therefore provided for 
out-buildings, engine, pumps and apparatus for heating, light- 
ing and ventilation of sufficient capacity to answer their pur- 
poses when the whole plan of the Hospital should be built up; 
and they have no doubt that true economy and due regard to 
convenience in making the Hospital, required them to take 
this course. The contract with Messrs. Morris, TASKER & Co. 
was to have been completed by the 15th day of December, 1859, 
but it is now evident that their work cannot be properly fin- 
ished much before the first day of March, 1860. Some of the 
works constructed under the law of last winter have turned out 
to be much more difficult and expensive than was, or could haye 
been expected. This was especially the case with the large 
well, sunk near the engine-house, for the supply of all the 
Hospital buildings, with the very large quantity of water 
necessary for such an institution. 

The Commissioners have reported to the Legislature for the 
last two years that the buildings now constructed could accom- 
modate, properly, patients of one sex only, and that to prepare 
the Hospital for the reception of both sexes, it would be ne- 
cessary to construct two wings on the west side, corresponding 
with those now built on the east. It will be remembered that 
this was the plan originally adopted by the Commissioners; 
that the architect estimated that the Hospital could be built 
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according to that plan for the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars; and that one bid was received which fell within that 
limit, and another one exceeded it by but a few thousand dol- 
lars. The Commissioners have hoped each winter that the 
Legislature would authorize the commencement of the western 
wings, but they do not feel called upon to urge the matter fur- 
ther, as 16 falls within the province of the Board of Trustees. 

In our last report we stated that the buildings now erected 
could be made to accommodate one hundred patients, by ap- 
propriating to the use of the insane inmates a number of rooms 
that were intended to be ultimately used as dining-rooms, and as 
apartments for officers and attendants. The Superintendent, 
who is the most competent judge of the matter, thinks that it 
will not be for the welfare of the patients, nor even safe to 
make changes in the occupation of rooms to the extent proposed. 

From the time the Commissioners comprehended the magni- 
tude, the importance, and the requirements of the work upon 
which they had engaged, they have been led by one ruling. 
idea—they have followed one leading design. They have en- 
deavored to construct a Hospital for the insane that should be 
adapted in all respects to its purposes, and that should be use- 
ful, not for a few years only, but for many generations—and. 
in which the people of the State should feel a just and honora- 
ble pride. 

The Commissioners wish again to acknowledge the great aid 
they have received from Dr. Lun, the present Superintendent, 
who has given them freely the benefit of his abilities and expe- 
rience; and has assisted them greatly in arranging the details 
of the buildings. The adaptation of the Hospital to its pur- 
poses, and the fitness of its arrangements for efficient working, 
will be due in a large degree to him and to the Architect,
